Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 2-6 and 8 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The ridges on each of 
base members 54 and 55 extend from the front edge to the back edge of the base member in 
Aldridge's invention, the base members are not front and back edges and Aldridge fails to teach 
serrated edges extending downwardly from each of the front and back edges of the base member. 
Further, the examiner can find no proper motivation to place serrated edges on Aldridge's device 
without relying on hindsight. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later than the 
payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably accompany the issue 
fee.
